1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 is 
allowable for setting forth a method for controlling a slitter-scorer apparatus comprising 
the step of moving a slitter-scorer from a first widthwise location to a second widthwise 
location, wherein the slitter-score is moved only in a first vertical direction when the 
slitter-scorer is between the bottom surface and the top surface of a paperboard, and then 
the slitter-scorer is moved along a first diagonal path to cross the width of the paperboard, 
and thereafter, the slitter-scorer is moved along a second diagonal path before the slitter- 
scorer again is moved only in a second vertical direction. 

For example, Shinomiya (4,506,577) teaches a method for moving a slitter-scorer 
from a first widthwise location to a second widthwise location, wherein the slitter-scorer 
is pivoted upward and moved laterally simultaneously. Shinomiya does not teach the 
slitter-scorer being moved only in a vertical direction when the slitter-scorer is between 
the bottom surface and the top surface of a paperboard.
